Where  will

Continuing  a  four  week  look  at 
the  changes  that  the  Expansion 
Plan  will  bring  about  in  the 
future ,  this  week's  profile  is  on 
the  future  of  parking  at  the 
University  of  Lowell  in  the  future . 

As  long  as  there  has  been  a 
University  of  Lowell,  and  maybe 
even  when  it  was  Lowell  Tech, 
one  problem  has  constantly  resur¬ 
faced  each  September.  No  matter 
how  often  people  ask  the  question 
“Where  will  we  park,”  the 
university  has  floundered  for  a 
response  while  towing  firms 
became  richer  off  the  plight  of  the 
off-campus  parkers. 

With  the  new  plans  to  create 
more  residence  halls  and  continue 
to  attract  commuter  students,  the 
question  has  arisen  again, 


we  park? 

“Where  will  we  park?”  This 
year,  there  is  an  answer. 

As  buildings  are  being  erected 
and  departments  shift  from  cam¬ 
pus  to  campus,  three  structures 
will  be  built  to  help  alleviate  the 
parking  problems  which  currently 
throttle  both  main  campuses. 
Parking  garages  on  North  and 
South  Campuses  and  the  Mill 
area  are  proposed  to  be  built  and 
functional  by  the  year  1995. 

The  first  to  be  built  will  be  on 
the  spot  of  the  current  General 
Electric  parking  lot  on  Marginal 
St.  near  South  campus.  This 
facility,  according  to  the  univer¬ 
sity’s  master  plan,  is  currently  in 
its  “study  stage.”  By  1990,  the 
building  will  have  reached  the 
“design  stage,”  and  by  the  mid-

Yale:  Let  pro-lifers  into 
women’s  center 

The  Yale  Women’s  Center 
must  allow  an  anti-abortion 
group  to  use  its  offices  and  list 
he  group  as  one  of  its 
members,  despite  the  center’s 
pro-choice  stance,  the  Yale 
College  Dean’s  office  said 
Oct.  22. 

Y'ale  Students  for  Life,  a 
-ampus  pro-life  organization, 
had  petitioned  to  become  part 
of  the  center  because  “we  felt 
as  a  group  addressing  issues 
concerning  women,  we  had  a 
right  to  be  there,”  said  petition 
organizer  Allison  Abell. 

The  Women’s  Center  had 
resisted  admitting  the  group 
because  the  “anti-abortion 
sentiments  they  seemed  to  be 
promoting  would  have  been  at 
cross-purposes  with  our  sup¬ 
port  of  pro-choice,”  the 
center’s  Cory  Morganau  told 
the  Yale  Daily  News. 

Members  of  the  Women’s 
Center  contend  that  its  purpose 
is  to  pursue  women’s  rights, 
including  legalized  abortion. 
Yale  Students  for  Life,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Abell,  is  anti-abortion, 
but  doesn’t  advocate 
criminalizing  abortion.  The 
group  exists,  she  said,  to 
stimulate  discussion  about 
abortion  and  feminism. 
Before  the  group  was  given 
access  to  the  Women’s  Center, 
it  had  met  in  dormitory 
lounges,  Abell  said.

Dr.  Ray  Rollinson:  Poetry  and  the  Presidency?

In  an  effort  to  keep  ULowell 
students  abreast  of  current 
goings-on  in  the  wide  world  of 
politics,  “Campaign  ’88:  The 
Unknown  Candidate”  will  focus 
on  a  different  unheard  of  aspirant 
of  the  White  House.  This  week, 
meet  democrat  Dr.  Ray 
Rollinson. 

Ray  Rollinson  is  confident  that 
he  is  “the  only  Presidential  can¬ 
didate  who  has  the  formal  educa¬ 
tion  necessary  to  drag  America 
bodily  out  of  the  Reagan/Bush- 
wacker  economic  quagmire.”

Rollinson  isn’t  a  selfish  man, 
though.  The  Vice-President  and 
nine  Justices  can  plan  on  making 
over  6.8  million  a  year,  while  the 
cabinet  members  and  senators 
will  rake  in  a  mere  1.8  million. 

Others  aren’t  so  lucky. 
Members  of  the  House,  District 
Court  Judges,  and  Ambassadors 
will  only  earn  $888,000.00  per 
year,  the  same  as  the  new  posi¬ 
tion  invented  by  Rollinson, 
Secretary  of  Arts  and  Entertain¬ 
ment,  which  will  replace  the 
abolished  National  Security 
Council. 

Scrawled  on  the  outside  of 
Rollinson's  envelope  containing 
his  campaign  strategy  in  tiny, 
neatly-printed  letters  are  his  plans 
to  destroy  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis 
in  the  upcoming  election.  “Iam 
going  to  ‘whup-the-ass’  of  unor¬ 
thodox,  slimy,  Greek,  politics 
Dukakis  in  both  the  New  Hamp¬ 


shire  and  Massachusetts  primary 
for  President,”  writes  Rollinson. 

Also  on  the  envelope,  he 
describes  his  original  political 
poem,  “Go  Greek  With 
Dukakis,”  which  will  be 
distributed  throughout  New 
England  by  campaign  enthusiasts. 
And  it  is  original.  According  to 
Rollinson,  “the  poem  tells  the 
story  of  a  lackluster  governor  of 
Massachusetts  who  wants  to  be 
President  based  on  his  claim-to- 
fame  that  his  wife  Kitty,  former 
hop-head  doper  is  no  longer  pop¬ 
ping  pills.” 

Other  poems  of  Rollinson’s  in¬ 
clude,  “Swearing  Is  A  Curse” 
describing  his  recent  “swearing- 
off’  of  swearing,  and  “Surrogate 
Fathers  Traffic  In  Slavery” 
which  condemns  surrogate 
motherhood,  a  practice  he  con¬ 
siders  synonymous  with  pro¬ 
stitution. 

Rollinson  certainly  is  a 
praiseworthy  individual.  And  in 
addition  to  swearing,  prostitution, 
and  surrogate  motherhood  he  also 


disapproves  of  adultery,  capital 
punishment,  and  genocide,  not  to 
mention  smoking  and  drinking. 

The  Roman  Catholic  candidate 
asks  the  question,  “Would  you 
have  given  your  mother  the 
choice  of  aborting  you?”  He 
knows  the  answer,  and  his  reply 
is, “Then  how  dare  you  give  the 
choice  to  somebody  else’s 
mom!” 

Rollinson,  a  widower  for  a 
almost  a  year  now,  “is  looking 
for  a  beautiful  (single,  separated, 
divorced  or  widowed)  doll  who 
loves  to  love  and  wants  to  be  the 
First  Lady,  replacing  Nanorex- 
ya,”  his  pet  name  for  Mrs.  Presi¬ 
dent.  Rollinson  has  requested  that

Racial  jokes,  fights,  and  forums 


Farleigh  Dickinson  University 
suspended  an  all-white  fraternity 
last  week  for  engaging  in  a  stick- 
weilding  brawl  between  white 
and  black  students  in  front  of  its 
house  Oct.  17. 

On  Nov.  11,  FDU 
spokeswoman  Alice  Olick  said 
Sigma  Omicron  Beta  would  be 
banned  from  campus  until  1991 
for  engaging  in  the  brawl,  and  to 
punish  it  for  recent  violations  of 
other  campus  rules. 

FDU  fraternities  weren’t  the 
only  ones  to  be  slapped  official¬ 
ly.  A  week  earlier,  the  city  of 
Fullerton,  Cal.,  had  warned 
greek  houses  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Fullerton  to  stop 
their  members  from  violating 
noise  and  other  ordinances  and  to 
clean  up  “eyesore”  buildings  by 


Jan.  2,  1988,  or  face  eviction. 

The  October  Farleigh  Dickin¬ 
son  brawl,  moreover,  was  one  of 
a  series  of  racial  confrontations 
that  have  plagued  the  universities 
of  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Il¬ 
linois  and  Indiana,  as  well  as 
Tompkins-Cortland  Community 
College  in  New  York,  this  fall. 

And  at  the  University  of 
Maryland  last  week.  Middle 
Eastern  students  submitted  a  peti¬ 
tion  complaining  about  a  “racist 
flyer”  circulating  around  the 
campus. 

The  Organization  of  Arab 
Students  displayed  the  flyer  — 
advertising  a  fake  product  called 
“Arab  Extra  Dry”  that  said 
“You  don’t  have  to  be  an  Arab 
to  smell  like  one”  —  and  asked 
administrators  to  “condemn  any 


form  of  racist  humor  aimed  at  any 
ethnic  group  on  campus.” 

Meanwhile,  the  Campus 
Friends  of  Israel  at  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Texas  at  Austin  charged 
Oct.  30  that  a  campus  anti¬ 
apartheid  group  -  The  Steve  Biko 
Committee  --  helped  spread  anti- 
Semitism  by  inviting  speaker 
Kwame  Ture  to  campus. 

In  his  speech  at  Texas  --  as  well 
as  at  various  other  campuses  -- 
Ture  said,  “I’ll  say  it  again:  The 
only  good  Zionist  is  a  dead 
Zionist.” 

The  Biko  Committee  respond¬ 
ed  by  inviting  Jewish  students  to 
a  meeting,  at  which  member 
Trina  Reed  asserted  their  reading 
of  what  constituted  anti-Semitism 
was  wrong.

Sexually  transmited  diseases 


Sexually  transmitted  diseases 
(STDs)  are  spreading  at  an 
epidemic  rate,  over  10  million 
cases  per  year.  There  have  been 
over  25  different  STDs  identified 
in  spite  of  increased  efforts  at 
prevention  and  treatment.  Some 
of  the  common  STDs  are  syphilis 
(syph,  lues),  Trichomoniasis 
(trich),  venereal  warts,  scabies, 
and  pediculosis  pubis  (crab  lice). 

Chlamydia  has  become  the 
most  widely  spread  STD  in  the 
U.S..  today  and  is  reaching 
epidemic  proportions  (over 
3,000,000  new  cases/year;  more 
cases  than  all  other  STDs  com¬ 
bined).  Venereal  warts  (over 
1,000,000  cases/year)  and 
“crabs’’  are  a  particular  problem 
among  the  college  population. 

Some  of  the  reasons  for  this 
dramatic  increase  in  STDs,  which 
has  occurred  since  the  1960's  are: 
—earlier  age  of  sexual  activity 
—increased  number  of  sexual 
partners  per  individual 
—change  from  barrier  methods  of 
birth  control  to  birth  control  pills 
and  IUDs. 

The  high  incidence  of  STDs 
can  also  be  attributed  to  lack  of 
knowledge  or  to  irresponsibility, 
and  often  the  irresponsibility  is 
because  of  a  lack  of  knowledge. 
So  the  best  prevention  is  educa¬ 
tion  regarding  STDs.  Some  of  the 
factors  that  are  responsible  for 
maintaining  the  increased  in¬ 
cidence  are: 

—Failure  to  recognize  symptoms 
in  seif  or  partner. 

—Anxiety,  guilt,  fear,  or  embar¬ 
rassment  regarding  sexual  ac¬ 
tivity. 

—Avoiding  treatment  rather  than 

facing  social  and/or  parental 

disapproval. _ _ _ 

— Erroneous  fear  that  parents  will 

be  informed. 

—Failure  to  inform  and  refer  sex¬ 
ual  partners  for  treatment. 
—Failure  to  abstain  from  sex 


when  partner  or  self  has 
symptoms. 

—Continuing  sexual  activity  with 
an  untreated  partner. 

—Sexual  activity  with  multiple 
partners. 

—Belief  tht  once  you  have  an 
STD  you  can  never  have  it  again. 

The  college  population  is  in  a 
high  risk  category  for  acquiring 
an  STD.  In  spite  of  this  being  an 
educated  group  there  are  many 
misconceptions  regarding  STDs. 
Myths 

1.  STDs  are  minor  diseases. 

2.  If  symptoms  go  away  on  their 
own,  you’re  cured. 

3.  STDs  can  be  self-treated. 

4.  You  can  get  STDs  from  toilet 
seats,  door  knobs,  or  hot  tubs. 

5.  You  can  get  AIDS  by  donating 
blood. 

6.  You  always  know  when  you 
have  an  STD. 

7.  Once  you  have  an  STD  you 
can  never  get  it  again. 

Facts 

1 .  Untreated  STDs  can  be  major 
health  problems  causing  sterility, 
damage  to  unborn  children,  and 
even  death. 

2.  Symptoms  may  come  and  go 
but  the  disease  will  persist  unless 
treated  and  may  cause  greater 
damage. 

3.  Home  remedies  won’t  work 
and  can  be  dangerous. 

4.  STDs  are  almost  always  spread 
sexually  through  direct  contact 
with  mucous  membrane. 

5.  Blood  oanks  use  a  new  sterik, 
disposable  needle  for  each 
person. 

6.  Sometimes  there  are  no  symp¬ 
toms  until  complications  have 
developed.  This  is  especially  true 

for  women. 

reinfected  with  the  same  disease 

or  even  have  several  different 
STDs  at  the  same  time. 

Of  course  the  only  way  to 
guarantee  you  will  never  be  ex¬ 


posed  to  an  STD  is  to  be  abstinent 
from  any  sexual  activity,  or  to  be 
in  a  long-term  monogamous  rela¬ 
tionship.  But  if  you  are  sexually 
active  with  more  than  one  part¬ 
ner  or  your  partner  has  had  more 
than  one  partner  then  you  need  to 
be  informed.  The  four  keys  to 
controlling  STDs  are: 

1.  Learn  about  STDs.  Be  in¬ 
formed  regarding  the  symptoms 
of  various  STDs.  Know  the  dif¬ 
ferent  incubation  times,  so  you 
can  know  when  to  look  for 
symptoms. 

2.  Recognize  symptoms.  But  be 
aware  sometimes  STDs  are 
symptomless.  So  if  you  are  sex¬ 
ually  active  you  should  have 
regular  medical  check-ups. 

3.  Get  early  treatment.  If  treated 
early  most  STDs  can  be  cured  or 
controlled,  and  early  treatment 
reduces  chances  of  complica¬ 
tions.  It’s  very  important  that  all 
medication  be  finished  and  should 
not  be  shared  with  a  partner. 
Treatment  can  be  obtained  at  the 
Student  Health  Services,  local 
public  health  clinics,  or  a  private 
physician’s  office.  If  you  are  a 
minor,  the  law  does  not  require 
your  parents  be  told.  All  records 
are  confidential. 

4.  Practice  prevention.  Limit 
your  sexual  partners.  Know  your 
partners  well  and  their  history. 
When  in  doubt  use  condoms  and 
spermicide.  Don’t  engage  in  risky 
sexual  activities.  Washing  and 
urinating  before  and  after  sexual 
activity  ma\  help  wash  away 
germs  before  you  become  in¬ 
fected.

Gallery  410  is  pleased  to  pre¬ 
sent  the  work  of  Connecticut- 
based  artist,  Kathryn  Myers.  Her 
powerful  works,  known  collec¬ 
tively  as  “Isolated  Figures,” 
focus  largely  on  the  drawings  and 
paintings  from  her  “Visitation” 
series.  The  scale  of  the  works,  the 
dramatic  compositions,  and  rich 
color  all  help  to  create  a  world  of 
confrontation  and  loneliness. 

Myers  says  of  her  work,  “I  am 
creating  an  atmosphere  of  silence 
and  tension,  based  upon 
mysterious  interaction  between 
figures  and  either  confined,  or 
vast,  empty  spaces.  The  poses 
and  gestures  are  sometimes  bas¬ 
ed  upon  religious  paintings  and 
symbols,  but  in  most  cases  I  try 
to  be  intuitive.  Via  the 
tenuousness  of  gesture  and  pose, 
I  attempt  to  create  a  non-specific 
balance  between  compassion  and 
violence.  My  work  continually 
shifts  and  changes,  though  I  am 
almost  always  working  with 
figures  and  spaces,  dealing  with 
mystery,  ambiguity,  and  an  in¬ 
ability  of  the  figures  and  spaces 
to  speak  or  explain  themselves.” 

Myers  has  an  extensive  exhibi¬ 


tion  record  which  includes  shows 
at  the  Springfield  Museum  of  Art, 
the  New  Britain  Museum  of  Art, 
the  Museum  of  Contemporary 
Photography,  the  Bridgeport 
Museum  of  Art  and  Science,  the 
Butler  Institute  of  American  Art, 
and  the  Columbus  Museum  of 
Art.  She  is  originally  from  the 
Chicago  area,  receiving  her 
M.F.A.  from  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  and  is  an  assistant 
professor  at  the  Universtiy  of 
Connecticut.  In  addition  to  her 
many  shows  and  awards,  she  is 
represented  by  the  Frumkin  and 
Struve  Gallery,  in  Chicago.

Dr.  Charles  Drew  (1904-1950) 


The  storing  of  human  blood  un¬ 
til  it  is  needed  to  save  someone’s 
life  was  the  major  contribution  of 
Dr.  Charles  Drew  (1904-1950)  to 
science  and  medicine.  He  resear¬ 
ched  the  nature  of  human  blood 
and  created  what  has  become 
known  as  “blood  banks,”  places 
where  blood  is  kept  in  a  special 
form  (plasma)  until  needed  by  in¬ 
jured  patients.  In  1940,  during 
World  War  II,  the  British  asked 
Dr.  Drew  to  establish  a  blood 
bank  program  for  their  country  . 
After  the  war,  he  was  appointed 
the  first  director  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  Blood  Bank,  supply¬ 
ing  plasma  to  the  United  States 
armed  forces.  He  also  became 
recognized  as  an  outstanding 
surgeon,  teacher  and  public  ser¬ 
vant,  and  in  1944  was  awarded 
the  Spingam  Medal.  Mathemati¬ 
cian,  physicist  and  engineer  J. 
Ernest  Wilkins,  Jr.  (1923-),  has 
contributed  his  talents  mainly  to 
the  research  and  development  of

As  a  teenager,  Wilkins  at¬ 
tracted  nationwide  attention  when 
he  received  his  college  degree  at 
age  17  and  his  doctorate  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  at  19.  He 
taught  mathematics  and  did 
research  at  the  University’s 
Metallurgical  Laboratory  which 
was  working  on  the  atomic  bomb. 
Later,  he  became  part  owner  of 
a  company  which  designed  and 
developed  nuclear  reactors  for 
power  generation. 

His  primary  achievement  has 
been  the  development  of  shields 
against  gamma  rays  from  the  sun 
and  nuclear  sources.  He 
developed  mathematical  models 


J.  Ernest  Wilkins,  Jr.  (1923-) 

by  which  the  amount  of  gamma 
rays  absorbed  by  a  given  material 
may  be  calculated;  this  technique 
is  in  wide  use  among  researchers 
in  space  and  nuclear  projects. 

Wilkins  served  for  several 
years  as  Distinguished  Professor 
of  applied  Mathematical  Physics 
at  Howard  University, 
Washington  D.C.  A  member  of 
the  National  Academy  of 
Enginering,  he  was  formerly 
president  of  the  American 
Nuclear  Society.

Sunday  night,  while  waiting  to  see 
the  Patriots  lowlights  on  the  evening 
news,  I  saw  a  sight  that  really  disturb¬ 
ed  me.  Squeezed  between  the  good 
news  out  of  Louisiana  and  a  commer¬ 
cial,  there  was  a  short  video  clip  from 
Haiti. 

Sunday  was  the  day  that  so  many 
Haitians  had  waited  for.  Two  years 
after  the  notorious  dictator  Baby  Doc 
Duvalier  had  been  exiled,  a 
democratic  election  was  finally  being 
held.  Despite  violent  warnings  from 
Duvalier  supporters,  thousands  of 
voters  turned  out  to  voice  their 
opinion. 

The  clip  first  showed  people  lined 
up  outside  the  polling  location, 
waiting  to  vote.  The  next  shot  was 
taken  indoors,  picturing  a  voter 
displaying  his  identification.  The 
shots  after  that  were  from  an 
automatic  weapon,  as  someone  open¬ 
ed  fire  on  the  waiting  voters.  The 
cameraman  continued  rolling,  as  peo¬ 
ple  dove  for  cover,  trying  to  duck  the 
murderous  onslaught.  It  was  a  horri¬ 
fying  sight  to  see  people  dragging 
themselves  across  the  floor  of  a 
shack,  trying  to  find  a  haven  from 
their  attackers.

Why 
were  these  people  murdered?  They 
wanted  to  vote?

One  good  thing  about  each 
semester  at  ULowell  is  waiting  to 
see  what  the  U.  Lowell  Players 
are  going  to  come  up  with  to  top 
themselves. 

This  time  they  drew  on  the 
directing  talents  of  local 
playwright  Jack  Neary,  who  also

wrote  the  two  pieces  the  players 
presented  during  their  four-night 
stand  at  South  Campus’s 
Mahoney  Auditorium.  The  two 
one-act  comedies,  aMusement 
and  Jerry  Finnegan  s  Sister  were 
far  apart  stylistically,  yet  as  usual 
both  were  carried  off  with  the 
same  finesse. 

The  opener,  aMusement ,  was  a 
fast-paced,  funny  look  inside  of 
a  writer’s  mind.  This  play  was 
penned  by  Neary  specifically  for 
the  players,  and  his  offbeat  sense 
of  humor  was  very  much  in 
evidence.  In  aMusement  a 


writer’s  quirky  characters  keep 
materializing  to  lend  a  hand  with 
the  story  he  is  desperately  attemp¬ 
ting  to  concoct.  This  pool  of  un¬ 
wanted  advice  consists  of  all  the 
13  figments  of  his  imagination 
that  he  has  been  trying  to  wrap  a 
plot  around,  including  gar- 
bagemen,  lady  wrestlers,  an 
aspiring  baseball  star,  yuppies,  a 
sportswriter,  a  lusty  tennis 
player,  a  vampire  that  plays  bass, 
and  the  list  goes  on. 

With  returning  cast  member 
Bob  Mattson  ably  holding  down 
the  lead  as  the  author  in  search  of 
his  Muse,  the  cast  of  new  and 
familiar  faces  kept  this  lively  pro¬ 
duction  from  ever  slowing  down. 
A  further  novelty  in  this  one  was 
that  two  of  the  cast  members 
played  their  parts  from  seats  in 
the  audience.  This  one-act  play 
pegged  the  fun  meter  all  by  itself, 
nonetheless  it  was  followed  by 
another  short  comedy  with  an  en¬ 
tirely  different  tone. 

Rounding  out  the  night  was 
Jerry  Finnegan ’s  Sister ,  a  two- 
person  play  detailing  the  inabili¬ 


ty  of  an  all-around  nice  guy 
(Chris  Connell)  to  reveal  his  love 
for  the  girl  next  door  (Shannon 
Lynch).  This  narrative  play 
cleverly  follows  their  unrealized 
relationship  beginning  with  their 
first  meeting  at  six  years  old  un¬ 
til  the  eventual  happy  ending 
some  fifteen  years  later. 

This  insightful  piece  was  more 
technically  challenging  to  per¬ 
form,  yet  the  two  actors  made  it 
seem  easy.  Narrated  from  Chris’s 
viewpoint,  it  left  him  the  dramatic 
task  of  speaking  directly  to  the 
audience  much  of  the  time,  which 
he  handled  adeptly.

With  only  three  chairs  used  as 
props  on  the  set  and  no  breaks  in 
the  action,  the  difficulty  of  mak¬ 
ing  these  characters  fill  the  stage 
makes  their  dual  performance  all 
the  more  impressive. 

These  two  hit  productions  are 
yet  further  evidence  that  a  night 
with  the  U.  Lowell  Players  is 
always  a  night  to  remember.

Bishop  Alfred  Hughes,  the 
Catholic  Regional  Bishop  of  the 
Greater  Lowell  area,  will  visit  the 
University  of  Lowell  on  Monday 
evening  December  7,  1987  in 
order  to  meet  with  interested 
students. 

Before  coming  to  Lowell, 
Bishop  Hughes  was  the  rector  of 
St.  John’s  Seminary  in  Brighton 
where  he  previously  has  served  as 
a  spiritual  director  for  many 
years.  Bishop  Hughes  is  an  active 
member  of  the  national  con¬ 
ference  of  catholic  bishops  and 
currently  serves  on  the  NCCB 
committee  charged  with  the  task 
of  authoring  a  pastoral  letter  on 
the  role  of  women  in  society  and 
in  the  catholic  church  today.  Most 
recently  Bishop  Hughes  organiz¬ 
ed  the  catholic  pastors  of  Lowell 


to  issue  a  statement  in  support  of 
desegration  and  centralized 
enrollment  in  the  Lowell  Public 
School  System  shortly  before  the 
city  election  earlier  this  month.

Leading  2-1,  the  Chiefs  still 
weren’t  satisfied,  as  Valimont 


racked  up  his  third  point  of  the 
evening,  as  he  and  Drevitch  feed- 
ed  Tony  LoPilato,  and  ‘Lopey’ 
gave  ULowell  a  3-1  lead  with  just 
1:35  left  in  the  opening  period. 
St.  Cloud  showed  a  paltry  perfor¬ 
mance  in  the  first  period,  manag¬ 
ing  just  FOUR  shots  on  goal  (they 
did  have  a  good  shooting  percen¬ 
tage  though). 

The  Chiefs  added  insult  to  in¬ 
jury,  scoring  two  more  to  make 
the  score  5-1 .  With  2:35  gone  in- 
the  second,  tri-captain 
JimNewhouse  scored  off  a  Ran¬ 
dy  LeBrasseur  pass.  Then  Vali¬ 
mont  repaid  Ablitt  for  his  earlier 
assist  along  with  LoPilato,  giving 
Ablitt  a  pretty  opportunity.  Ablitt 
decided  to  take  advantage  of  his 
chance,  and  beat  Korfage  on  a 
perfect  dipsy-doo  move.  After 
that,  the  Chiefs’  defense  fell 
apart.  St.  Cloud  scored  a  minute 
after  Ablitt ’s  goal,  and  again  32 
seconds  later! 

The  Chiefs  then  started  smok¬ 
ing  as  they  hammered  Korfage 
with  shot  after  shot,  and  hammer¬ 
ing  Huskies  (including  the  goalie) 
with  check  after  check.  With  7:57 
left  in  the  second  period,  LoPilato 
and  an  unknown  Husky  hooked 
up  in  heated  combat  and  proceed¬ 
ed  to  entice  other  players  to  join 
the  fray.  Some  obliged,  others  did 
not.  Freshman  forward  Brendan 


Flynn  of  the  Chiefs  was  sent  to 
the  penalty  box  for  roughing,  and 
his  counterpart  did  the  same.  On 
the  offensive  side  of  things,  twice 
a  ULowell  shot  whacked  the 
crossbar  and  flew  away,  Flaher¬ 
ty  sent  one  that  Korfage  barely 
reached,  and  many  shots  were 
simply  off-target.  Meanwhile,  on 
the  other  end  of  the  ice,  Stein 
retrieved  his  goaltending  flair 
from  last  year  and  held  off  many 
Husky  attacks.  With  2:02  left  to 
play,  the  Huskies  drew  to  within 
one  when  Stein  lost  sight  of  the 
puck  in  a  mass  of  confusion  and 
a  Husky  skater  tipped  it  in.  Score 
at  the  end  of  two:  ULo well-5,  St. 
Cloud-4. 

The  crowd,  which  was  finally 
slightly  rowdy  for  a  change,  was 
anticipating  a  very  physical  third 
period,  as  both  Flaherty  and 
LoPilato  had  tangled  with 
Huskies  (one  more  than  the  other- 
though),  and  it  was.  Unfortunate¬ 
ly,  there  were  no  more  major 
grappling  rounds.  There  was, 
however,  the  return  of  the  skating 
Chiefs’  defense.  Stein  refused  to 
relinquish  his  lead,  and  Carl 
‘Superman’  Valimont  continued 
his  outstanding  performance  on 
the  defensive  end  of  the  ice. 
ULowell’ s  offense,  on  the  other 
hand,  continued  its  assault  on 
Korfage  with  Bill  Dohaney  join¬ 
ing  the  goal  crew.  With  1 1 :04  left 


in  the  last  period,  defenseman 
Tim  Foley,  returning  from  a  one- 
game  ‘vacation’,  and  forward 
John  Borrell  drew  Korfage ’s  at¬ 
tention  while  Dohaney  slid  in 
front  of  the  goal  undetected.  Bor¬ 
rell  got  the  puck  from  Foley,  and 
quickly  sent  it  to  Dohaney,  who 
then  slipped  the  puck  between 
Korfage’s  pads.  Now  St.  Cloud’s 
back  was  against  the  wall.  The 
Chiefs’  defense  would  not  let  the 
Huskies  get  very  many  shots  at 
Stein,  and  when  they  did,  Stein 
made  the  save.  With  one  minute 
to  go  in  the  game,  Korfage  left 
the  game  and  another  skater  came 
on.  For  this  minute,  the  Huskies 
were  too  busy  fighting  for  the 
puck  to  be  trying  to  score.  Bor¬ 
rell  almost  escaped  a  crowd  with 
the  puck,  but  a  St.  Cloud 
defenseman  deflected  the  puck 
away.  With  ten  seconds  left,  the 
Chiefs  finally  broke  loose  and  had 
a  three-on-two  break.  Dohaney 
gave  the  puck  to  Borrell  who  in 
turn  gave  it  to  a  streaking  Vali¬ 
mont,  who  tapped  the  puck  in  the 
net.  That  gave  Dohaney  his  se¬ 
cond  point  of  the  night  (1  goal, 
1  assist),  Borrell  his  second  (2 
assists),  and  Valimont  his  fifth  (2, 
3).  The  time  of  the  goal  was 
19:55  into  the  third  period,  and 
there  was  nothing  the  Huskies 
could  do.  Final  score  was:  Chiefs 
7,  Huskies  4,  with  Stein  picking 
up  his  first  win  of  the  season.

It  was  satifying  enough  to  see 
the  hockey  team  win  another  one 
Saturday  night,  but  seeing  them 
shut  out  Northern  Michigan,  a 
team  that  crushed  Boston  College 
7-2,  was  even  better.  Coming  off 

Chiefs-2  Wildcats-0 

a  7-4  loss  to  Michigan  Tech  the 
previous  night,  the  Chiefs  came 
out  with  defense  on  their 
minds... or  so  it  seemed.  The 
Chiefs  were  playing  with  three 
seniors  not  dressing,  including 
tri-captain  All-American  Jon 
Morris.  It  seems  they  came  down 
with  a  case  of  the  ‘Bill  Riley  Flu’. 
Anyway,  they  still  had  Jeff 
Flaherty,  who  had  an  exceptional 
game  against  B.C.  a  week  ago 
Friday  (see  previous  page).  Nor¬ 
thern  Michigan  was  served  up  18 
penalty  minutes,  as  compared  to 
ULowell’s  eight. 

From  the  first  moments  of  the 
game,  I  could  tell  that  this  was 
going  to  be  a  low-scoring  game, 
for  neither  team  had  many  scor¬ 
ing  opportunities.  It  wasn’t  until 
six  minutes  had  elapsed  when 
Northern  Michigan  had  a 
legitimate  breakaway,  but 
Delfino  made  the  save.  The 
Wildcats  kept  up  some  sort  of 
momentum,  giving  Delfino  a  few 
problems,  but  good  defensive 
play  by  defensemen  Mike 
Erickson  and  Scott  Drevitch  end¬ 
ed  any  other  potential  threats.

This 
type  of  various  action  and  inac¬ 
tion  occurred  for  the  first  half  of 
the  period,  but  center  Craig  Char- 
ron  beat  Jeffrey  to  the  rebound  of 
an  Eric  Richard  slapshot.  Richard 
and  Flaherty  were  credited  with 
assists  (hmm.

Lowell’s  tight  defensive  play 
continued,  with  Delfino, 
Drevitch,  and  Valimont  virtual¬ 
ly  forming  a  wall  in  front  of  the 
net.  Another  half  period  of 
miscellaneous  action  and 
boredom  occurred  (don’t  you 
love  my  analysis  of  the  games?). 
With  9:58  left  to  play,  and  bodies 
strewn  everywhere,  ULowell’ s 
LeBrasseur  knocked  the  puck  past 
Jeffrey  to  give  the  Chiefs  an  in¬ 
surance  goal,  assisted  by 
Drevitch  and  Richard.

The  Chiefs  maintained 
their  shutout  for  the  remainder  of 
the  game,  and  Delfino  skated 
away  with  his  third  win  of  the 
season.  Final  score:  ULowell-2, 
Northern  Michigan-0.

die  of  1992,  the  gargage  is 
scheduled  to  be  completed.  It  will 
hold  approximately  320  cars. 

Its  North  Campus  brother  will 
be  able  to  hold  520  cars  but  is  not 
scheduled  for  completion  until 
mid  1993. 

The  final  garage  will  be  built  in 
the  Mill  complx  area  and  will 
hold  660  cars.  It  has  been  in  the 
“study  stage”  since  1987  and  is 
scheduled  for  completion  by  the 
middle  of  1991. 

These  garages  will  be  an  asset 
to  the  parking  crunch,  but  they 
will  not  be  a  help  while  the 
university  begins  rebuilding  older 
structures,  expanding  buildings 
like  the  library,  or  creating  new 
buildings  like  the  residence  hall 
that  will  go  up  behind  Leitch 
Hall.  According  to  Dean  King, 
the  expansion  that  the  university 
will  be  going  through  in  the  next 
fewr  years  will  displace  many 
parking  spaces  for  construction 
workers  and  vehicles. 

There  will  be  an  ease  to  the 
parking  problem  at  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Lowell,  but  don't  expect  to 
see  it  for  many  years.  Expect,  in¬ 
stead.  to  feel  the  crunch  of  a  park¬ 
ing  shortage  until  the  garages  and 
the  expansion  of  the  university 
are  completed.
